Surg. Geddings at Naples reports August 26 : 

During the period from August 20 to 26, inclusive, cholera was 
reported in Italy as follows: Naples (city), 35 cases with 8 deaths; 
Naples (Province), 104 cases with 46 deaths; Genoa Province, 88 
cases with 19 deaths; city of Rome, 19 cases with 12 deaths; Leg- 
horn, 153 cases with 61 deaths; rest of continental Italy, 873 cases 
with 303 deaths; Palermo (city), 83 cases with 38 deaths; Palermo 
(Province), 30 cases with 9 deaths; rest of Sicily, 212 cases with 74 
deaths.
